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RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 
(With  Amendments  to  1932) 

Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Council  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  Secretary  of  the  Council,  if  present  (if  not,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  dele¬ 
gates  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Creden¬ 
tials  to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  dele¬ 
gates. 

Rule  V.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  dele¬ 
gates  as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
and  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present 
on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII.  The  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  council. 

Rule  VIII.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  IX.  Nominations  shall  then  be  made  for  all  elective  offices 
of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  nominations  printed  on 
ballots  for  the  use  of  the  Council  before  the  afternoon  session.  The 
elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  2:00  o’clock  p.  m.  The 
regular  Order  of  Business  shall  continue,  as  far  as  possible,  during 
the  elections. 

Rule  X.  Reports  shall  then  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Admission  of  New 
Parishes. 

3.  Report  of  the  Archdeacon. 

4.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Report  of  the  Bishop  and  Council. 

6.  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

7.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

8.  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds. 
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9.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Accounts. 

10.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

11.  Report  of  the  Department  of  Religious  Education.

Rule  XI.  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock 
p.  m.  of  the  first  day  of  the  Council  as  follows:  The  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Diocese;  Diocesan  Officers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of 
the  Mid- West;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention; 
a  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop). 

Rule  XII.  Before  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall  ap¬ 
point  the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  bv  Title  I,  Canon  II, 
Section  7,  and  such  other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  XIII.  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be 
called  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote 
of  the  Council. 

1.  The  Roll  Call. 

2.  Reading  the  Minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  X. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Rule  XIV.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the 
Chair. 

Rule  XV.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from 
the  sitting  of  the  Council,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside 
during  his  absence. 

Rule  XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service 
of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de¬ 
liver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and 
with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 
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Rule  XVIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the 
same  debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XIX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the 
members  shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 


Rule  XX.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  excused  by  the  Council,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the 
name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XXI.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion 
shall  be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefin¬ 
itely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to 
divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  named. 

Rule  XXII.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  XXIII.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
if  unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House 
unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  dur¬ 
ing  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion 
to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Council,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXVIII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
President  in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from 
such  decision;  and  on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

Rule  XXIX.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
sittings  of  the  Council,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on 
their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  XXXI.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future 
Councils,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  each  Council. 
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FORTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  COUNCIL

The  Forty-Seventh  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  assembled  in  St.  Thomas’  Church,  Plymouth,  Indiana,  on 
Wednesday,  May  2,  19  45,  this  being1  the  day  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
and  pursuant  to  the  call  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

At  7:30  a.m.  there  was  a  Requiem  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  in  St.  Thomas’  Church  for  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
The  Right  Reverend  John  Hazen  White,  D.D.,  and  the  second  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  The  Right  Reverend  Campbell  Gray,  D.D.,  S.T.D.,  the 
celebrant  being  The  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton,  B.D.,  Dean. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  at  9:30  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
and  the  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff. 

The  Conciliar  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  was  at  10  a.m., 
with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  Right  Reverend  Reginald  Mallett, 
D.D.,  celebrant,  assisted  by  The  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton 
a\  4  The  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff. 

The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  at 
10:30  o’clock,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  was  instructed  to 
call  the  roll  of  the  Diocesan  Clergy  from  the  official  list.  The  Bishop 
asked  that  the  Committee  on  Credentials  report  on  the  lay  delegations 
and  on  the  parishes  and  missions  eligible  to  seat  and  vote  in  this 
Council. 

The  roll  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  was  called  by  the  Secretary, 
who  then  reported  to  the  Bishop  and  Council  the  Clergy  present,  all 
of  whom  were  entitled  to  seat  and  vote. 

Mr.  Rudolph  V.  Shakes  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Creden¬ 
tials  that  the  record  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  showed  that  all 
parishes  and  missions  were  entitled  to  seat  and  vote  in  the  Forty- 
Seventh  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  and  that  the  credentials  were 
all  in  order.  The  Secretary  then  called  the  roll  of  lay  delegates 
whose  credentials  had  been  received. 

The  Secretary  reported  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the  Council  that 
there  was  present  a  constitutional  quorum  of  both  the  clerical  and 
lay  delegates.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  declared  the  Council  to  be 
duly  organized  and  called  for  the  election  of  a  Secretary. 

Election  of  Secretary 

The  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff  moved  the  re-election  of  the 
present  Secretary,  The  Very  Reverend  Erland  L.  Groton,  and  that 
the  chair  cast  a  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Council  for  the  election  of 
Dean  Groton.  Thanking  the  Council  for  his  election,  Dean  Groton 
then  requested  The  Reverend  Harold  G.  Kappes  to  act  as  Assistant 
Secretary.  This  nomination  was  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  being  duly  organized,  the  Bishop  presented  his  first 
Annual  Address  to  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 
The  address  is  printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal. 

The  Bishop  appointed  The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland  and  Mr. 
Edward  C.  Borneman  to  constitute  a  Committee  on  the  Bishop’s 
Address. 
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Election  of  Officers 

TREASURER  OF  THE  DIOCESE— Major  James  H.  Haberly  was 
nominated  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  by  Mr.  Seth  F.  Green,  which 
nomination  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Arthur  L.  May.  On  motion  duly 
made,  the  nominations  were  declared  to  be  closed  and  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council  for  Major  Haberly. 
This  was  done  and  he  was  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 

TREASURER  OF  MISSIONARY  FUNDS— Mr.  Donald  B.  Smith 
was  nominated  as  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds  upon  motion  of  The 
Reverend  Peter  Langendorff,  and  nominations  were  declared  to  be 
closed  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the 
Council  for  Mr.  Smith.  This  was  done  and  he  was  declared  to  be 
duly  elected. 

ASSISTANT  TREASURER  OF  MISSIONARY  FUNDS  —  Mr. 
Charles  M.  Richardson  was  nominated  by  Dean  Groton  as  Assistant 
Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds.  This  nomination  was  seconded  by 
The  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff  and  it  was  moved  that  nominations 
be  closed  and  the  Secretary  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Council 
for  Mr.  Richardson.  This  was  done  and  he  was  declared  to  be  duly 
elected. 

CHANCELLOR  OF  THE  DIOCESE— Mr.  Gilbert  A.  Elliott  was 
elected  in  19  4  4  for  a  term  of  three  years  and  no  election  was  in  order 
at  this  Council. 

REGISTRAR  OF  THE  DIOCESE— The  Reverend  Peter  Langen- 
dorff  was  elected  in  19  4  4  for  the  office  of  Registrar  for  a  term  of 
three  years  and  no  election  was  in  order  at  this  Council. 

BOARD  OF  EXAMINING  CHAPLAINS— The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  announced  his  nominations  to  the  Board  of  Examining  Chap¬ 
lains  as  follows:  The  Reverend  James  McNeal  Wheatley,  The  Rev¬ 
erend  Dom  Paul  Severance,  O.S.B.,  The  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff, 
and  The  Reverend  Russell  G.  Flagg.  Upon  motion  of  The  Reverend 
Clarence  C.  Reimer,  these  nominations  were  confirmed  by  the  Council.

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  duly  presented, 
together  with  its  audit,  by  Mr.  Seth  F.  Green  in  the  absence  of  the 
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Treasurer  due  to  his  illness,  and  may  be  found  on  pages  4  7  to  5  5. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Glenn  R.  Sawyer  that  the  Report  of  the  Treas¬ 
urer  be  accepted.  This  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Bishop  reminded  the  Council  of'  the  power  given  to  the 
Bishop  and  Council  to  revise  all  budgets  as  the  need  may  arise. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missionary  Funds  was  presented 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer.  It 
was  moved  that  the  report  and  its  audit  be  accepted.  The  motion 
was  carried.

Its  acceptance  was  moved  by  Reverend 
Father  Olsen. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.  Gilbert  A.  Elliott,  presented 
a  formal  reading  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  for  adoption 
by  the  General  Convention  in  194  6.  This  report  was  received,  the 
Amendments  adopted,  and  are  printed  on  pages  44-4  6  of  this  Journal. 

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  was  presented  by 
title  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  was  received. 

The  Reports  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  and  of 
Christian  Social  Service  were  presented  by  title  and  are  found  on 
pages  39-41. 

The  Reverend  Leo  K.  D.  Patterson  reported  on  the  work  of  the 
Church  School,  speaking  most  enthusiastically  about  the  Children's 
Lenten  Mite  Box  Offering  in  an  amount  of  over  $2,5  0  0  and  announc¬ 
ing  the  high  per  capita  giving  of  $2.16  for  the  Diocese. 

The  Report  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Commission  was  made  by  The 
Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland,  chairman,  and  the  financial  report  made 
by  Major  Frank  M.  Little,  Treasurer,  showing  an  amount  of  $812.8  9 
collected  as  of  May  1,  19  45.  It  was  announced  that  in  194  6  the 
Army  and  Navy  Commission  fund  would  be  included  in  the  great 
Reconstruction  and  Advance  Fund. 

The  Report  of  the  Howe  Summer  Conference  was  made  by  title 
and  received.

The  Council  was  reminded  of  the  noon  hour  and  Noon-day  Inter¬ 
cessions  were  offered  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Following  these  Intercessions,  The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland, 
reporting  for  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop’s  Address,  recommended 
to  the  Council  that  attention  be  given  to  the  need  for  an  increase  to 
the  Endowment  Fund  of  this  Diocese  and  that  outstanding  attention 
be  given  he  Bishop’s  request  that  this  Council  consider  the  givings 
of  this  Diocese  to  the  National  Church. 

Before  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  introduced  The  Right  Reverend 
Lloyd  Rutherford  Craighill,  Bishop  of  Anking,  China,  who  addressed 
this  Forty-Seventh  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indi- 
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ana,  he  presented  to  the  Council  his  understandings  of  the  givings  of 
this  Diocese  to  the  National  Church,  the  amounts  expected  from  this 
Diocese  for  both  the  year  19  45  and  194  6,  and  asked  that  discussion 
take  place  in  the  afternoon  session. 

Bishop  Craighill  Speaks  to  the  Council 

The  Bishop  of  Anking,  China,  The  Right  Reverend  Lloyd  R. 
Craighill,  then  addressed  the  Council,  giving  a  most  remarkable  ac¬ 
count  of  his  work  in  China,  and  of  the  difficulties  faced  by  the  Church 
following  the  outbreak  of  war  between  Japan  and  China  in  19  3  7  and 
the  even  greater  difficulties  following  the  Japanese  attack  upon  Pearl 
Harbor,  but  assuring  the  Council  that  the  work  of  the  Church  in 
China  is  carried  on  because  of  the  native  clergy  of  Chinese  Bishops 
and  Priests.

An  outstanding  matter  of  discussion  took  place  in  regard  to  the 
givings  of  this  Diocese  to  the  National  Church  for  the  year  19  45  and 
19  46,  with  the  result  that  this  Council  approved  that  the  givings  of 
this  Diocese  for  these  years  be  in  amount  as  expected  by  the  National 
Church  from  this  Diocese.  Therefore,  the  budgets  were  revised  ac¬ 
cordingly.  For  the  year  1945,  the  budget  calls  for  the  giving  to  the 
National  Church  of  $4,5  9  7  and  for  the  year  19  4  6  in  amount  of 
$4,841.  The  amount  of  $4,597  for  the  year  1945  was  passed  by  the 
Council  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Edgar  Lehman,  and  the  amount  of  $4,8  41

Sawyer,  these  budgets  were  adopted  by  the  Forty-Seventh  Annual 
Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

Mr.  Seth  F.  Green  spoke  to  the  Council  in  behalf  of  the  proposed 
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increase  to  the  endowment  Fund,  and  Col.  Burrett  B.  Bouton  moved 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  for  consideration  of  this  fund.  This 
motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  Seth  F.  Green  moved  that  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  North¬ 
ern  Indiana  be  brought  up  to  date  and  a  supply  in  sufficient  quantity 
be  printed;  the  cost  a  matter  of  adjustment  of  the  Bishop  and  Coun¬ 
cil.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  The  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff 
and  carried. 

Mr.  Glenn  R.  Sawyer  moved  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed, 
such  committee  consisting  of  two  clergy  and  three  laymen,  for  con¬ 
sideration  of  a  proposed  amendment  to  Article  8,  of  the  Constitution 
regarding  the  election  of  a  Bishop. 

The  Reverend  Robert  J.  Murphy  moved  a  rising  vote  of  appreci¬ 
ation  to  the  congregation  of  St.  Thomas’s  Parish  for  their  hospitality 
and  The  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff  moved  adjournment  of  this,  the 
Forty-Seventh  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

The  chair  instructed  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  to  inform  the 
Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  the  date  and  place  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Forty-Eighth  Annual  Council  in  due  time  and,  after 
the  saying  of  the  words  of  the  “Gloria  in  Excelsis”  and  receiving  the 
benediction  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council  was  declared  to  be  duly  ad¬ 
journed.

“Ye  that  fear  the  Lord  hope  for  good  and  for  everlasting  joy 

and  mercy.” — Ecc.  2. 

When  I  came  to  be  your  Bishop  there  were  many  interrogations 
as  to  what  my  policy  was  to  be.  I  made  up  my  mind  that  it  should  be 
to  change  things  as  little  as  possible,  to  seek  to  do  the  work  directly 
before  me  as  well  as  possible,  and  to  learn  in  these  days  of  changing 
conditions  how  to  plan  hopefully  for  the  future.  I  came  here  at  a  day 
that  is  challenging  because  of  the  very  times  in  which  we  are  living, 
and  I  came  with  the  advantage  of  being  on  the  crest  of  a  prosperity 
wave.  The  drawback  of  that  prosperity  is  that  it  is  prosperity  due 
to  war  with  its  attendant  evils  and  problems,  which  is  going  to  maKe 
us  pay  dearly  for  it.  Chief  among  the  problems  is  that  our  youth  is 
gone,  and  the  oldsters  are  very  busy  with  important  jobs  that  have 
novelty  and  glamour  and  high  enough  wages  to  tempt  us  to  avarice. 
They  are  apt  to  be  discouraged  over  problems  of  the  Church  and  to 
see  and  think  in  terms  of  pre-war  standards. 

It  was  the  logical  and  common  sense  thing  to  move  without  ques¬ 
tion  into  the  house  provided  by  the  Diocese  for  the  Bishop.  That  does 
not  commit  me,  however,  to  any  permanent  policy  for  the  future. 
If  a  survey  of  the  needs  of  the  Diocese  would  seem  to  provide  a  dif¬ 
ferent  center  for  diocesan  office  and  activities,  I  would  feel  free  to 
consult  with  the  Council  and  Trustees  in  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  a 
change. 

Parishes  and  Missions 

Every  Annual  Council  brings  to  our  minds  those  tyho  have  been 
with  us  in  the  past  and  are  now  departed.  The  heart  of  the  Diocese 
throbbed  with  sorrow  at  Bishop  Gray’s  passing  away.  Last  year  oil 
May  3,  at  your  Council,  he  gave  his  last  message  to  you  on  the  text, 
“I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  present  time  are  not  Worthy  to  be 
compared  with  the  glory  that  shall  be  revealed  in  us.”  How  little 
you  knew  he  was  so  near  that  glory!  I  believe  that  the  spiritual 
background  that  is  present  for  the  work  of  the  Church  in  Northern 
Indiana  is  due  to  the  gentle  influence  Bishop  Gray  exerted  over  the 
period  of  years,  simply  by  being  himself.  >  •  '' 

We  also  lost  by  death  The  Reverend  William  J.  Cordick,  for  many 
years  rector  at  Piymouth,  and  The  Reverend  Byron  C.  Duff,  who  has 
been  on  our  Clergy  List  for  years,  although  he  was  too  ill  to  do 
active  work.  Our  official  Diocesan  family  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the 
death  of  Mr.  Fred  N.  Smith,  for  four  years  Treasurer  of  Missionary 
Funds.  We  speak  our  praises  of  them  and  of  others  gone  from  our 
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families  in  parishes  and  missions,  and  of  those  lost  in  the  war;  we 
sorrow  at  their  departure,  and  ask  your  prayers  for  the  Repose  of 
their  Souls.  “O  Eternal  Lord  God,  who  holdest  all  souls  in  life; 
vouchsafe,  we  beseech  thee,  to  thy  whole  Church  in  paradise  and  on 
earth,  thy  light  and  thy  peace;  and  grant  that  we,  following  the  good 
examples  of  those  who  have  served  thee  here  and  are  now  at  rest, 
may  at  the  last  enter  with  them  into  thine  unending  joy,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.  May  the  souls  of  the  faithful  de¬ 
parted  through  the  mercy  of  God,  rest  in  peace.” 

Father  William  Edward  Harris,  O.H.C.,  ordained  priest  January 
6,  1945,  is  now  in  Africa  working  with  the  Holy  Cross  Mission. 

Bruce  Bickel  Mosier,  Deacon,  is  remaining  at  Bristol  and  con¬ 
tinuing  with  his  work  there. 

The  candidates  of  the  Diocese  are  :James  Richard  DeGolier, 
Frank  Henry  Bozarth,  and  Gordon  Rhodes  Olston.  All  are  students 
at  Nashotah  House. 

The  priests  in  Service  who  have  given  up  their  parochial  connec¬ 
tions  are:  Virgil  Pierce  Stewart,  Chaplain  U.  S.  Navy;  Sydney  Hugh 
Brice  Croft,  U.  S.  Army;  Samuel  Hanna  Norman  Elliott,  U.  S.  Army. 

My  experience  with  the  Clergy  in  this  Diocese  has  shown  me 
that  we  have,  for  the  most  part,  a  loyal  group  of  consecrated  and 
hard  working  priests.  If  there  is  any  discouraging  angle  of  the  work 
in  Northern  Indiana  it  is  in  the  matter  of  the  low  salaries  paid  to 
the  clergy.  It  is  a  great  responsibility  to  be  the  Pastor-pastorum,  the 
Shepherd  of  the  Shepherds,  and  to  witness  clergy  families  missing 
some  of  the  necessities  and  the  refinements  of  life,  with  an  inability 
to  live  up  to  the  standards  set  by  their  own  parishioners  in  their  com¬ 
munity.  It  is  unfair  to  them  who  accept  this  discipline  with  a  humble 
spirit,  and  is  also  unfair  to  the  parish  itself  which  has  to  replace  the 
man  when  he  leaves.  One  thing  is  clear  in  my  mind  about  the  rela¬ 
tionship  of  clergy  to  the  diocesan  work.  It  is  my  opinion  that  every 
position  in  the  Diocese,  elective  and  appointive,  should  be  open  to  any 
man  who  is  capable  of  doing  the  work,  regardless  of  the  size  of  the 
parish  of  which  he  may  be  in  charge.  In  the  diocesan  offices  there 
should  be  as  little  duplication  of  them  as  possible  and  the  use  of  all 
of  our  manpower  available. 

Fort  Wayne  Deanery 

We  are  all  interested  in  the  project  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort 
Wayne,  under  Father  Wheatley’s  guidance,  to  extend  their  parish 
through  planned  missions  in  the  expanding  residential  sections  of  the 
city.  We  shall  await  the  announcement  of  future  plans  and  should  be 
ready  to  give  assistance  in  planning  or  working  at  any  time  it  is 
needed.  Father  Wheatley  has  on  his  staff  the  Reverend  Gail  Colyer 
Brittain,  who  accepted  the  Curacy  at  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne,  at  the 
time  of  his  ordination  to  the  priesthood. 

In  our  clerical  family  we  have  welcomed  the  Reverend  William 
C.  R.  Sheridan  as  rector  of  Gethsemane,  Marion.  He  also  has  charge 
of  the  work  at  Hartford  City  and  Gas  City. 

Trinity,  Peru,  is  still  in  charge  of  Father  Reimer,  but  I  would 
like  to  see  a  priest  in  residence  there,  making  an  active  effort  to  do 
something  at  Huntington.  Trinity  Church,  Peru,  has  been  the  recip¬ 
ient  of  a  bequest  of  $5  000  by  Carrie  Brownell  Averill,  the  wife  of  a 
priest  known  and  loved  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

South  Bend  Deanery 

St.  Thomas’,  Plymouth,  is  still  without  a  rector.  When  this  ap¬ 
pointment  is  made  it  will  carry  with  it  the  responsibility  of  new  work 
at  Culver. 
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Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend,  reports  progress  in  their  plans  for  the 
erection  of  their  new  church.  This  cannot  begin  too  soon  and  I  am 
urging  them  forward  to  make  and  announce  plans  that  will  commit 
them  to  action.  All  of  us  must  continue  our  interest  in  them  and 
gifts  for  them. 

St.  James’,  Goshen,  has  accepted  the  resignation  of  Father  Pat¬ 
terson.  His  successor  has  not  been  elected. 

Calumet  Deanery 

For  the  Calumet  Deanery  I  have  great  concern.  The  work  of 
the  Church  there  is  more  important  than  those  who  are  close  to  it 
realize.  It  ought  to  be  a  great  work  for  its  own  sake;  it  should  be 
contributing  to  the  life  of  the  National  Church  and  to  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  work  in  this  Diocese.  The  Benedictines  from  Valparaiso  have 
charge  of  St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart;  St.  Augustine’s,  Gary;  and  St.  An¬ 
drew’s,  Valparaiso.  This  is  an  important  work  and  they  do  it  well, 
but  their  foundation  and  their  vocation  is  such  that  they  ought  to  be 
freed  from  the  restraints  and  restrictions  of  mission  work,  in  order 
that  they  may  more  freely  imprint  upon  the  Church  the  character¬ 
istics  of  Religious  Life.  I  want  them  to  stay  in  the  Diocese,  but 
when  the  time  comes  for  them  to  relinquish  these  missions  we  must 
be  ready  to  pursue  the  work  they  relinquish  with  aggressiveness. 
This  is  very  true  of  the  work  at  St.  Augustine’s,  Gary,  the  only  col¬ 
ored  parish  in  the  Diocese,  a  work  in  which  I  have  a  particular 
interest. 

St.  Paul’s,  Hammond,  has  not  yet  named  a  successor  to  Father 
Langendorff.  The  situation  in  East  Chicago  is  a  constant  challenge 
to  me,  even  though  it  is  difficult  to  work  out  a  plan  with  complete 
understanding.  The  Diocese  should  know  the  background  of  our  activ¬ 
ity  there.  An  offer  to  sell  our  unused  St.  Alban’s,  East  Chicago 
(formerly  Indiana  Harbor),  precipitated  a  study  of  this  whole  arc 
that  is  thought-provoking.  Some  time  ago  a  proposition  originated 
with  the  Good.  Shepherd,  East  Chicago,  in  which  permission  was  asked 
for  them  to  sell  the  Good  Shepherd  building  and  take  over  the  facili¬ 
ties  of  St.  Alban’s  as  the  one  church  for  East  Chicago,  but  not  in  a 
sense  of  a  merger.  Previous  to  this,  a  proposal  had  been  made 
whereby  both  buildings  were  to  be  sold,  and  a  new  Parish  Church 
built  on  a  site  somewhere  between  the  two.  It  is  plain  to  see  that 
at  the  present  time  old  properties  would  be  sold  at  low  price  and  new 
buildings  could  not  be  erected  without  priorities,  with  inferior  work¬ 
manship  and  with  materials  at  prohibitive  cost.  It  is  acknowledged 
that  the  Good  Shepherd,  East  Chicago,  cannot  be  developed  without 
an  adequate  building  and  a  change  from  their  present  undesirable 
site.  Therefore,  the  Bishop  and  Council,  at  the  present  time,  is  en¬ 
deavoring  to  work  out  a  plan  whereby  the  adequate  and  workable 
facilities  of  St.  Alban’s  could  be  used  as  a  church  for  the  whole  of 
East  Chicago.  To  that  end  we  are  asking  Father  Patterson  to  give  up 
his  work  at  Goshen  and  become  priest-in-charge  at  St.  Alban’s,  East 
Chicago.  If,  as  the  population  trends  seem  to  indicate,  in  ten  years 
or  more  the  Negroes  and  Mexicans  move  into  the  area  of  St.  Alban’s, 
there  would  be  time  to  make  adequate  plans  for  East  Chicago  with  a 
hopeful  outlook  of  having  a  Church  plant  in  good  shape  (the  present 
St.  Alban’s)  whereby  we  might  open  a  work  for  unchurched  people. 
This,  to  my  mind,  is  the  forward  looking  way.  The  one  thing  that 
we  cannot  do,  is  to  do  nothing.  Many  of  you  are  wondering  what  is 
to  be  the  relationship  of  Father  Hoffenbacher,  the  rector  of  Good 
Shepherd,  to  this.  In  all  our  planning  we  are  held  back  somewhat  by 
the  fact  that  the  Good  Shepherd  has  a  rector  who  has  been  overseas 
more  than  four  years,  Lieut.  Col.  William  Edward  Hoffenbacher.  He 
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was  in  this  country  recently.  I  endeavored  to  call  upon  him,  and  in 
a  letter  asked  him  to  call  upon  me,  but  in  his  short  stay  in  Indiana 
he  was  evidently  unable  to  do  so.  I  have,  therefore,  asked  the  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee  to  work  out  an  acceptable  arrangement  with  him.  No 
one  would  be  more  loathe  than  I  to  have  it  said  that  the  Church  is 
indifferent  about  the  future  of  a  priest  who  has  served  four  years  in 
a  Chaplaincy  in  the  war. 

It  is  my  hope  that  each  Deanery  will  meet  its  problems  by  origin¬ 
ating  new  work  where  the  tendency  might  be  to  remain  stationary. 
It  is  especially  true  in  the  realm  of  rural  work  in  the  Fort  Wayne 
Deanery  and  in  the  field  of  Christian  Social  Relations  in  the  Calumet. 
The  attitude  of  being  unafraid  to  tackle  problems  with  vigor  and 
faith  will  be  a  unifying  experience  for  the  whole  of  Northern  Indiana. 

Archdeacon 

It  became  apparent  to  me  soon  after  my  Consecration  that  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  is  so  constituted  that  the  work  or  prob¬ 
lems  of  any  mission  field  need  not  be  delegated  to  any  other  person 
by  the  Bishop.  It  is  of  necessity  the  work  of  the  Bishop,  and  must 
be  prosecuted  by  him.  In  some  Dioceses  this  work  is  carried  on  by 
Rural  Deans  or  Archdeacons.  If  the  appointment  of  an  Archdeacon 
is  made  in  Northern  Indiana,  it  is  required  by  canon  (Canon  IV, 
Section  3),  that  an  assignment  of  work  be  made  to  him  and  that 
representation  ex-officio  be  given  him  in  all  Departments  of  the 
Bishop  and  Council.  My  associations  with  Archdeacon  Wheatley 
were  such  that  I  could  talk  frankly  with  him  about  it.  I  learned 
that  his  appointment  carried  an  honor  bestowed  upon  him  because  of 
his  interest  and  untiring  work  for  the  Missions  of  our  Diocese  over 
a  period  of  years.  I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  that  has  been 
done  in  the  past,  but  as  I  do  not  need  any  assistance,  I  therefore 
declare  the  office  of  Archdeacon  to  be  not  filled. 

Mission  Quota 

Last  year  we  gave  $4  200  to  the  National  Church.  This  year  we 
are  asked  to  give  $4  500.  Next  year  our  quota  will  be  $4800.  I  have 
put  these  in  round  figures  to  enable  you  to  visualize  them.  Last  year 
we  gave  $4  2  0  0.  On  January  1st  of  this  year,  however,  we  voluntar¬ 
ily  relinquished  money  received  from  the  National  Church  to  the 
amount  of  $154  3,  and  took  great  pride  in  becoming  indepedent. 
Therefore,  the  suggestion  was  made  at  the  Bishop  and  Council  that 
we  give  $3000,  (later  raised  to  $35  00)  as  against  the  quota  of  $4500 
asked  of  us.  The  Children’s  Lenten  Offering,  which  applies  on  our 
National  Quota,  was  $254  3  this  year.  This  deserves  more  than  a 
passing  word  of  appreciation.  I  want  you  all  to  understand  fully 
that  this  $2543  of  the  children,  applied  to  our  accepted  quota  of 
$3500,  leaves  $9  57  for  the  Diocese  to  give  to  the  National  Church. 
If  that  is  all  the  Diocese  wants  to  give  after  mature  deliberation,  I 
must  be  satisfied.  I  do  point  out,  however,  that  when  we  fail  to  meet 
our  quota  by  $10  00,  we  fail  to  give  the  money  to  the  National  Church 
which  would  enable  them  to  do  for  some  other  mission  field  what  they 
so  generously  did  for  us  for  so  many  years.  In  other  words,  the 
National  Church  is  short  $1000  by  our  becoming  independent.  It 
would  have  been  better  for  the  National  Church  if  we  had  reduced 
our  dependency  by  $5  00  a  year  over  a  period  of  three  years  without 
decreasing  our  mission  givings.  They  counted  upon  it  in  their  budget. 
When  I  first  wrote  this  message  I  place  at  this  point  the  fact  that 
I  was  not  willing  to  ask  the  Diocese  to  reconsider  what  has  been  dis¬ 
cussed  and  settled  in  two  meetings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council.  I 
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simply  said  that  I  wanted  you  to  know  the  facts  and  say  your  prayers 
about  the  $4  800  for  next  year.  But  I  have  changed  my  mind.  The 
whole  matter  can  be  clarified  by  simply  voting  to  give  what  is  in  the 
budget  planned  a  year  ago,  (at  the  same  time  we  planned  to  give  up 
the  National  Church  aid)  the  sum  of  $4  20  7  (Page  5  8  of  the  19  44 
Journal). 

Episcopate 

The  cost  of  the  Episcopate,  which  means  maintaining  a  Diocese 
of  the  Episcopal  Church,  is  normally  $8000  a  year  for  Northern 
Indiana.  It  is  raised  by  assessment,  based  upon  what  each  parish 
spends  for  itself.  My  greatest  personal  joy  is  that  a  plan  has  been 
worked  out  and  every  parish  in  the  Diocese  is  now  cooperating,  so  this 
is  evenly  distributed  among  us.  This  means  that  there  is  no  need  of 
the  Revolving  Fund  of  $1000  previously  set  up  in  the  budget.  It  was 
set  up  to  take  the  place  of  money  not  paid  by  Delinquent  Parishes 
and  Missions.  The  Bishop  and  Council  left  the  final  settlement  of  de¬ 
linquent  parishes  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  I  hope  that  the  Council  will  be  united  in  its 
support  of  any  settlement  that  is  made  without  making  it  a  question 
of  debate  or  criticism.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  parishes  waive 
the  return  of  over-paid  assessments  to  allow  the  Treasurer  to  use  the 
money  for  a  working  balance.  In  order  that  there  be  no  element  of 
injustice  in  this,  it  should  be  a  matter  voted  upon  by  every  parish 
separately,  and  not  by  the  Council. 

I  think  that  many  of  the  difficulties  of  the  Diocese  are  caused  by 
the  assessment  and  I  would  like  to  see  it  lowered.  The  question  is 
how  it  could  be  done.  About  $1800  comes  form  invested  funds,  most 
of  which  carry  over  from  Bishop  White’s  Episcopate  and  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  Diocese.  If  the  amount  of  our  endowment  could  be  raised 
by  any  sum  whatsoever,  the  assessment  of  each  parish  would  be 
lowered.  I  raised  this  question  at  the  Bishop  and  Council  meeting 
and  we  await  word  from  the  Finance  Committee  as  to  the  feasibility 
of  attempting  to  raise  more  endowment.  If  we  do  so,  we  will  increase 
our  self-respect  and  show  our  capabilities  and  our  generosities.  The 
Methodists  have  just  raised  $25,000,000  and  the  Roman  Catholics 
are  thinking  in  terms  of  millions  for  postwar  work.  I  covet  the  feel¬ 
ing  of  progressiveness  and  accomplishment  that  would  be  ours  if  we 
could  grasp  the  same  spirit.  We  can  do  it  only  if  we  think  in  large 
terms  for  the  Diocese,  in  the  same  terms  in  which  we  are  asked  to 
think  by  the  National  Church  in  its  Reconstruction  Project  for  next 
year.  Most  every  parish  has  a  special  project  of  its  own  and  would 
have  to  be  very  unselfish.  Yet  any  amount  by  which  the  assessment 
is  lowered  is  a  benefit  to  each  parish  directly. 

Reconstruction  Fund 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  and  the  National 
Council,  the  Church  is  making  plans  for  a  Reconstruction  and  Advance 
Fund  for  new  work  and  to  make  replacements  in  the  mission  fields 
that  have  suffered  destruction  through  war,  chiefly  the  Philippines 
and  China.  There  is  a  particular  interest  to  us  with  Father  Francis 
Campbell  Gray  serving  in  the  Philippines,  interned  during  the  period 
of  Japanese  occupancy  and  now,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  liberated 
and  on  his  way  home. 

Mr.  Ronald  G.  Stagg,  a  member  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne, 
has  been  appointed  and  has  accepted  the  Chairmanship  for  Special 
Gifts  of  the  Reconstruction  Fund  for  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 
If  every  parish  takes  part  in  the  educational  campaign  it  will  be  a 
most  helpful  thing  for  the  whole  Church  for  years  to  come.  There 
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will  be  disseminated  a  definite  knowledge  and  information  about  the 
fields  in  which  the  Church  is  working,  and  this  knowledge  will  pro¬ 
duce  the  means  that  is  necessary  to  support  the  work.  In  this  and  in 
all  phases  of  the  Forward  Movement,  and  in  general  cooperation  with 
the  National  Church,  I  trust  this  Diocese  will  loyally  support  our 
leaders. 

Soldiers 

We  look  forward  hopefully  for  peace  in  Europe — now  nearly 
here — and  for  war  to  cease  in  the  Pacific.  The  men  and  women  in 
service  from  all  over  the  Diocese  are  receiving  letters  from  me  and 
they  are  answering  them  from  diverse  places.  The  first  one  came 
from  Frank  Mohacsak  of  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend.  Others  came 
from  Italy,  India,  New  Guinea,  the  Marianas,  the  Island  of  Corsica, 
somewhere  in  Assam,  some  from  men  on  the  sea  and  from  others 
under  the  sea.  (As  an  aside,  I  beg  parish  clergy  to  write  to  all  with 
regularity.)  We  must  manifest  our  interest  not  only  in  prayers  but 
by  letters  and  plans  and  by  absorbing  them  into  our  family  life  when 
they  return.  We  must  have  the  machinery  set  to  help  them  with 
their  adjustment  problems,  especially  as  concerns  spiritual  difficulties 
and  also  know  how  to  point  out  to  them  the  agencies  of  state  and 
machinery  of  government.  The  Laymen’s  League  has  this  as  a  part 
of  their  program.  The  Army  and  Navy  Commission  can  help  coor¬ 
dinate  this  with  parish  activities.  We  want  these  men  and  women  at 
our  altars  and  in  our  Church’s  life,  working  as  actively  to  break  down 
the  Kingdom  of  Sin,  the  world  and  the  devil,  as  on  the  job  that  took 
them  away  from  us  to  all  parts  of  the  globe. 

The  spiritual  potentialties  of  the  future  are  tremendous  in  the 
new  day  before  us.  Let  us  see  to  it  that  we  are  not  drawn  into  the 
vortex  of  confusion  caused  by  being  led  by  materialistic  conceptions 
of  the  world  in  which  we  live. 

I  pledge  anew  my  honest  and  loyal  attention  to  every  phase  of 
the  work  placed  in  my  hands  as  your  Bishop  by  holding  to  the  stand¬ 
ard  I  set  for  myself  when  I  came:  a  willingness  to  spend  and  to  be 
spent  for  Our  Lord  and  His  Church.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE 
TO  THE  47th  ANNUAL  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

The  Standing  Committee  begs  to  submit  its  report  to  the  4  7  th 
Council  in  accordance  with  the  canons  of  the  Church. 

On  May  3,  1944,  the  following  were  elected  as  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  at  the  4  6th  Council:  The  Ven.  J.  McNeal  Wheat- 
ley,  The  Reverend  Fathers  Langendorff,  Murphy,  Copeland,  and 
Kappes.  The  Standing  Committee,  meeting  on  the  same  day,  elected 
Father  Wheatley  to  be  president  and  Father  Kappes  to  be  secretary. 

On  May  6th,  recommended  Bruce  Bickel  Mosier  and  William 
Edward  Harris  (Brother  Edward,  OHC)  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
to  be  Ordered  Deacons. 

On  May  2  2nd,  a  meeting  was  held  in  St.  James’  Church,  South 
Bend,  officially  recorded  the  passing  of  The  Right  Reverend  Campbell 
Gray,  D.D.,  into  the  Blessed  Country  of  Paradise  in  the  nineteenth 
year  of  his  episcopate  and  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indi¬ 
ana.  The  Standing  Committee  at  the  same  time  took  full  measures 
to  provide  for  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  until  such  time  as  a  Bishop 
be  elected  and  consecrated  for  the  See. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  May  2  5th  gave  a  license  to  The  Rev. 
Bruce  Bickel  Mosier,  a  Deacon,  to  preach  and  officiate. 

On  June  12th,  the  members  acted  upon  several  annulment  peti¬ 
tions,  and  gave  authority  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  to  call  a 
Special  Council  of  the  Diocese  on  Wednesday,  June  28th  at  St.  James’ 
Church,.  South  Bend,  to  elect  a  Bishop  for  this  Diocese. 

Gave  permission  to  St.  James’  Church,  South  Bend,  on  June  21st 
to  sell  a  piece  of  property  in  full  accordance  with  the  terms  of  a  will. 

On  September  14th,  acted  upon  certain  matters  pertaining  to  the 
Consecration  of  The  Reverend  Reginald  Mallett  to  be  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese.  Acted  upon  the  canonical  certificates  of  The  Reverend  Gail 
Brittain  seeking  the  shortening  of  his  Diaconate  to  six  months.  Gave 
canonical  permission  to  the  Trustees  of  Howe  Military  School  to 
have  its  annual  meeting  at  such  time  after  The  Reverend  Reginald 
Mallett  be  Consecrated  Bishop  of  this  Diocese. 

Notified  the  Presiding  Bishop,  The  Most  Reverend  Henry  St. 
George  Tucker,  that  a  majority  of  canonical  consents  had  been  re¬ 
ceived  on  the  Feast  of  Saint  Michael  and  All  Angels,  September  29th 
that  The  Reverend  Reginald  Mallett  might  be  consecrated  a  Bishop  in 
the  Church  of  God. 

No  November  16th,  gave  canonical  consent  and  recommendation 
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that  The  Reverends  Gail  Brittain  and  William  Edward  Harris  be  ac1 
vanced  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood. 

On  November  2  6th,  recommended  that  the  Diaconate  of  The 
Reverend  William  Edward  Harris  (OHC)  be  shortened  to  six  months. 

On  December  12th,  gave  consent  to  the  Diocese  of  South  Florida 
for  the  election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop. 

On  January  29,  1945,  gave  canonical  approval  to  Trinity  Parish, 
Logansport,  for  the  settlement  of  an  estate. 

On  February  15th,  recommended  Gordon  Olston  of  St.  James’ 
Parish,  South  Bend,  to  the  Bishop  to  be  made  a  Candidate  for  Holy 
Orders.  Canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Albany  to 
elect  a  Coadjutor  Bishop. 

On  February,  28th,  Frank  Bozarth,  of  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral, 
Mishawaka,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  made  a  Candidate 
for  Holy  Orders. 

On  March  13th,  gave  canonical  consents  to  the  Presiding  Bishop 
for  the  consecration  of  The  Reverend  Arthur  Kinsolving  and  The 
Reverend  Conrad  Gesner  to  be  missionary  bishops.  Certain  ecclesi¬ 
astical  and  civil  matters  were  duly  reviewed  by  the  Committee  with 
respect  to  the  Parish  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  East  Chicago. 

On  April  2nd,  gave  canonical  consents  to  the  consecrations  of  The 
Reverend  Bravid  Washington  and  The  Reverend  H.  Irving  Loutit  to 
be  Bishops  in  the  Church  of  God.  Recommended  that  James  DeGolier 
be  admitted  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese. 

On  April  3rd,  gave  canonical  consent  that  The  Very  Reverend 
Reginald  Heber  Gooden  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  Panama  Canal 
Zone. 

On  April  2  3rd,  acted  upon  certain  matters,  both  ecclesiastical 
and  civil,  pertaining  to  the  Parish  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  East 
Chicago.  Also  took  under  consideration,  but  did  not  take  any  action, 
that  the  Parish  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo,  be  permitted  to  sell  a  piece 
of  land  owned  by  said  parish.

REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

Four  meetings  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North¬ 
ern  Indiana  were  held  in  the  year  1944,  viz.:  January  19,  April  19, 
May  3,  November  16,  and  a  special  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council 
was  called  to  meet  at  the  Pro-Cathedral  parish,  Mishawaka,  on  Mon¬ 
day,  September  25. 

The  meeting  of  January  19,  19  44,  held  at  the  Pro-Cathedral  parish, 
and  at  the  Bishop’s  House  in  Mishawaka,  and  the  meeting  of  April  19, 
1  9  44,  held  at  the  Bishop’s  House  in  Mishawaka  are  recorded  in  the 
Journal  of  Proceedings  of  the  Forty-sixth  Annual  Council.  The  brief 
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organizational  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  held  immediately 
following  the  meeting  of  the  Forty-sixth  Annual  Council  of  the  Dio¬ 
cese  of  Northern  Indiana  on  Wednesday,  May  3,  19  4  4,  is  likewise 
recorded  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  the  Forty-sixth  Annual 
Council. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  called  to  meet  at 
the  Pro-Cathedral  parish,  Mishawaka,  on  Monday,  September  2  5, 
1944,  at  1:30  p.m.  This  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the 
Venerable  J.  McNeal  Wheatley,  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  of  North¬ 
ern  Indiana  and  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop-elect,  The  Reverend  Reginald  Mallett,  the 
Archdeacon  was  elected  by  the  members  of  the  Council  to  preside 
over  the  meeting. 

The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  provide  funds  to  cover  expenses 
of  the  Consecration  of  the  Bishop-elect,  the  moving  expenses  of  the 
Bishop-elect  and  his  family  from  Baltimore  to  Mishawaka,  and  the 
redecoration  cost  to  the  Bishop’s  House.  The  Reverend  Don  H.  Cope¬ 
land,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  for  the  Conse¬ 
cration,  spoke  on  the  need  for  such  funds  and  outlined  plans  of  the 
committee  for  the  Consecration. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Reverend  Robert  J.  Murphy  that  the  funds  be 
raised  by  special  assessment  upon  all  parishes  and  missions  of  the 
Diocese.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Father  Langendorff  and 
passed. 

The  Reverend  Peter  Langendorff  moved  that  a  total  sum  of  $1,5  0  0 
be  raised  by  assessment  and  that  the  said  assessment  be  worked  out 
and  executed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  This  motion  was  passed. 

It  was  made  known  to  the  Council  by  Father  Copeland  that  plans 
for  the  Consecration  of  the  Reverend  Reginald  Mallett  as  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  included  that  the  Consecration  take 
place  at  St.  James’  Church,  South  Bend,  with  the  Right  Reverend 
Benjamin  F.  P.  Ivins,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  as 
Chief  Consecrator. 

It  was  moved  by  Father  Copeland  and  passed  that  an  offering  be 
received  at  the  Consecration  Mass  and  given  to  the  new  Bishop  for 
his  Discretionary  Fund.  It  was  also  moved  and  passed  that  the 
diocesan  gift  to  the  Bishop  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
on  Arrangements  for  the  Consecration. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  held  under  the  Right 
Reverend  Reginald  Mallett,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana,  was  called  to  order  at  the  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral  parish, 
Mishawaka,  on  November  16,  19  44.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  was 
celebrant  at  a  9  o’clock  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  meeting  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and 
this  was  followed  by  the  reading  of  the  Diocesan  Treasurer’s  report. 
In  the  absence  of  the  diocesan  Missionary  Treasurer,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Diocese  was  asked  to  read  his  monthly  report  as  made  to  the 
Bishop.  Both  reports  were  received. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  moved  that  parishes  and  missions 
delinquent  in  the  payment  of  the  special  diocesan  assessment  be  noti¬ 
fied  by  the  Bishop  and  inquiry  made  as  to  their  intention  to  pay. 

The  Bishop  called  for  reports  from  the  chairman  of  the  various 
Departments  of  the  Bishop  and  Council.  At  this  time,  the  Reverend 
Don  H.  Copeland,  Chairman  of  the  Field  Department,  presented  the 
following  and  encouraging  report: 

“The  Field  Department  met  in  South  Bend  on  September  11,  19  44. 
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Notice  was  received  from  the  National  Council  that  the  quota  for  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  for  194  5  for  the  general  program  has 
been  set  at  $4,5  9  7.0  0,  which  constitutes  an  increase  of  $390.00  over 
the  1944  quota. 

‘‘Plans  were  laid  for  the  whole  program.  The  Department  spon¬ 
sored  the  October  issue  of  The  Pastoral  Staff,  which  was  ably  edited 
by  Father  Olsen  and  issued  on  schedule. 

“Dependent  upon  the  approval  of  the  Bishop-elect,  which  was  later 
given,  the  Department  arranged  for  three  Bishop’s  Vestry  Dinners 
on  the  lines  of  those  so  successfully  held  one  year  ago.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  also  approved  of  the  purchase  of  one  copy  of  the  motion  picture 
film,  “We,  Too,  Receive,”  for  use  throughout  the  Diocese  wherever 
requested. 

“The  Chairman  has  served  as  a  clearing  house  for  promotional 
material  from  the  National  Council  whenever  requested,  and  has 
from  time  to  time  informed  the  Reverend  Clergy  of  the  progress 
made  by  the  Diocese  in  payment  of  the  1944  quota. 

“The  Bishop’s  Vestry  Dinners  were  held  on  November  1,  2,  and  3 
at  Kokomo,  Elkhart,  and  Michigan  City,  respectively.  The  Reverend 
Father  Kappes  presided  at  the  Michigan  City  dinner  in  the  absence 
of  the  Chairman,  who  was  ill. 

“The  attendance  at  Kokomo  was  3  4,  at  Elkhart,  5  7,  and  at  Michi¬ 
gan  City,  3  9.  Total  attendance  at  the  three  meetings,  13  0. 

“As  a  result  of  these  meetings,  every  parish  and  mission  in  the 
Diocese  is  represented  by  an  accepted  goal  for  missions  for  the  com¬ 
ing  year. 

“The  totals  for  the  Diocese  are  $9,4  6  5.00,  which  is  an  increase  of 
$1,715.00  for  the  expectancies  for  this  current  year. 

“It  is  to  be  noted  as  a  matter  of  thanksgiving,  that  if  this  accepted 
expectancy  of  $9,465.00  is  given,  it  will  represent  an  increase  in  the 
missionary  giving  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  over  82%  in 
a  period  of  24  months.

The  outstanding  business  of  the  day  was  in  reference  to  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Missions  and  the  budget  of  the  Department  of  Missions. 
The  1945  Budget  of  the  Department  of  Missions  was  revised  in  order 
that  this  Diocese  might  be  numbered  among  the  unaided  dioceses  of 
the  Church,  as  had  been  unanimously  adopted  by  resolution  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Forty-sixth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana.  The  revised  budget  for  19  45,  as  approved  by  the  Bishop 
and  Council  on  November  16,  19  4  4,  is  to  be  found  in  the  Report  of 
Department  of  Missions. 

Another  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  opened  with  prayer  on  the  morning  of 
March  13,  19  45,  following  a  10  o’clock  celebration  of  the  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Angels,  St.  James’  Church,  South 
Bend.  The  Secretary’s  and  Treasurer’s  reports  were  read  and  ap¬ 
proved. 

Previous  to  the  meeting,  the  Bishop  had  mailed  to  the  members  of 
the  Bishop  and  Council  a  letter  setting  forth  several  items  of  business 
to  come  to  the  attention  of  the  meeting.  The  Bishop  therefore  called 
as  the  first  item  of  business  a  consideration  of  the  Department  of 
Missions  Budget  and  a  possible  increase  of  the  giving  from  this  Dio- 
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cese  to  the  National  Church.  A  resolution  offered  by  the  Reverend 
Don  H.  Copeland  that  this  Diocese  accept  an  amount  of  $5,00  0  was 
presented  and  seconded  by  the  Reverend  Harold  G.  Kappes.  Mr. 
Seth  F.  Green,  speaking  in  opposition  to  this  resolution,  stated  that 
work  in  the  Diocese  needed  attention  before  consideration  be  given 
an  increase  to  the  National  Church.  The  resolution  was  defeated. 
At  this  moment  Father  Copeland  resolved  that  the  fact  that  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  has  become  an  unaided  Diocese  and  at 
the  same  time  has  accepted  an  increase  of  $500  in  giving  to  the 
National  Church,  even  though  our  giving  does  not  reach  the  amount 
expected  from  this  Diocese,  be  given  proper  notice  by  Dr.  Franklin 
in  all  his  reports.  This  resolution  was  passed  unanimously. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  called  for  reports  from  the  several  De¬ 
partments  of  the  Bishop  and  Council.  It  was  during  the  giving  of 
the  Report  on  Publicity  by  the  Reverend  Robert  J.  Murphy  that  the 
Bishop  explained  the  doing  away  with  “The  Pastoral  Staff”  and  of  • 
its  place  being  taken  by  a  Bishop’s  Letter.  He  made  the  request  that 
the  Department  of  Publicity,  with  Father  Murphy  as  chairman,  associ¬ 
ate  any  member  of  the  Council  with  itself  for  study  and  consideration 
of  both  “The  Pastoral  Staff”  and  the  Bishop’s  Letter. 

The  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland,  reporting  for  the  Field  Depart¬ 
ment,  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  the  new  recordings  of 
“The  Living  People,”  now  available,  stating  also  that  these  trans¬ 
criptions  were  being  presented  over  the  radio  in  Kokomo  at  the 
present  time  and  that  they  would  be  presented  over  the  South  Bend 
station  during  the  week  after  Easter.  He  urged  other  clergy  to  make 
use  of  these  in  their  communities. 

At  this  time  the  Bishop  spoke  at  great  length  on  the  problem  re¬ 
lating  to  the  parish  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  at  East  Chi¬ 
cago  and  of  St.  Alban’s  at  Indiana  Harbor.  A  printed  survey  of 
population,  population  trends,  pledges  for  the  support  of  the  work 
of  the  Good  Shepherd  parish,  and  the  results  of  a  questionnaire  sent 
the  people  of  both  parishes  was  made  available  to  the  members  of 
the  Council.  After  considerable  discussion,  it  was  moved  by  the  Rev¬ 
erend  Don  H.  Copeland  that  the  sentiment  of  this  Council  is  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  study  the  problem  of  East  Chicago 
and  to  bring  in  a  report  at  the  Diocesan  Council  in  May — this  com¬ 
mittee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  then  announced  that  the  Diocesan  Council  would  meet 
on  the  second  day  of  May,  19  45.  It  was  after  this  announcement 
that  the  Bishop  made  known  of  his  desire  for  every  parish  and  mis¬ 
sion  in  the  Diocese  to  be  present  at  this  Council  with  seat  and  vote. 
Discussion  followed  on  ways  and  means  of  admitting  delinquent  par¬ 
ishes  into  union  with  the  Council,  and  Mr.  Seth  F.  Green,  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  requested  opportunity  for  a  meeting  of  the 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  promising  to  report  before  the 
ending  of  the  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Council. 

The  next  item  of  business  was  made  known  to  the  Council  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  was  in  relationship  to  the  high  assessments 
in  this  Diocese  as  imposed  upon  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the 
Diocese.  The  Bishop  made  requests  for  an  increase  to  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund  of  the  Diocese  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate.  The 
direct  result  of  this  would  be  found  in  the  lowering  of  Diocesan  As¬ 
sessments.  In  support  of  this,  a  survey  was  given  the  members  of 
the  Council  showing  what  a  proposed  increase  of  endowment  for  the 
Diocese  would  yield.  It  was  moved  by  the  Reverend  Peter  Langen- 
dorff  and  seconded  by  Dean  Groton  that  this  important  item  of  busi¬ 
ness  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Diocese.

It  was  made  known  to  the  members  of  the  Council  that  in  19  4  6  the 
National  Church  would  undertake  a  campaign  to  raise  five  million 
dollars  for  reconstruction  and  re-establishment  among  churches  and 
missions  destroyed  or  damaged  because  of  the  war.  A  request  had 
come  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  an  appointment  of  a  chairman 
from  this  Diocese  to  serve  on  a  Special  Gifts  Committee  of  the 
National  Church.  It  was  moved  by  the  Reverend  Leo  K.  D.  Patterson 
and  seconded  by  the  Ven.  J.  McNeal  Wheatley  that  the  Field  Depart¬ 
ment  secure  nominations  for  the  chairmanship  of  this  Special  Gifts 
Committee,  and,  together  with  such  qualifications  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary,  present  these  nominations  to  the  Bishop  for  consideration. 

At  this  time  the  Bishop  called  for  a  report  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
Commission  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Reverend  Don  H.  Copeland,  chair¬ 
man,  made  the  request  for  such  a  report  from  Major  Frank  M.  Little. 

The  next  item  of  business  was  the  annual  Howe  Conference.  By  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Council  it  was  decided  that  the  Howe  Confer¬ 
ence  be  discontinued  until  such  time,  after  the  war,  that  it  may  be 
revived  and  organized  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Department  of  Finance,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Seth 
F.  Green,  reported  during  the  afternoon  session  on  the  question  of 
delinquent  parishes  and  the  possibility  of  all  parishes  and  missions 
being  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  on  the 
second  day  of  May.  It  was  therefore  moved  by  Mr.  Seth  Green  that 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee  find  out  from  the  parishes  delinquent  the  best  settlement  as  may 
be  made  on  their  delinquencies  and  in  respect  to  their  ability  to  pay, 
and  that  if  they  accept  and  maintain  their  assessments  for  the  year 
194  5,  a  portion  of  the  delinquency  be  forgiven  in  accordance  with  the 
settlement  made.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Major  James  H.  Hab- 
erly  and  passed  unanimously  by  the  Council  with  the  understanding 
that  action  taken  by  the  Bishop  and  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  be  binding  and  in  approval  by  all  members  of  the  Bishop 
and  Council. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Bishop  and  Council  failed  to  prepare  Diocesan  and 
Department  of  Missions  budgets  for  the  year  194  6  for  adoption  at 
the  coming  Diocesan  Council  of  May  2,  it  was  moved  that  such  bud¬ 
gets  be  prepared  by  the  Bishop  and  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Bishop 
and  Council  and  to  the  rector  of  each  parish  and  to  each  priest-in- 
charge  of  a  mission  for  approval,  and  that  such  budgets  be  presented 
to  the  Diocesan  Council  in  May  for  adoption. 

The  meeting  adjourned  with  prayer. 

Noon-day  prayers  had  been  said  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and 
luncheon  served  by  the  ladies  of  St.  James’. 

On  March  2  8th,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  mailed  to  all  members 
of  the  Bishop  and  Council  the  following  Diocesan  Budget,  together 
with  the  Budgets  of  the  Departments  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  for 
the  year  194  6,  with  adoption  of  these  Budgets  to  take  place  at  the 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  on  May  2,  194  5.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  COMMITTEE  ON 
YOUTH  WORK  —  1944 

Department  of  Christian  Education 


The  Committee  on  Youth  Work  begs  to  submit  its  annual  report 
to  the  4  7th  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

( 1 )  The  Howe  Conference.  Over  forty  young  churchmen  from  our 
parishes  and  missions  enrolled  for  courses  at  the  Howe  Summer  Con¬ 
ference  last  June.  The  courses  were  given  by  several  clergy,  and 
covered  such  fields  as  Forward  in  Service,  The  Old  and  New  Testa¬ 
ments,  Catholic  Doctrine. 

(2)  Youth  Sunday.  On  Sunday,  October  15th,  the  following  con¬ 
gregations  reported  having  had  Corporate  Communions:  Trinity  Par¬ 
ish,  Ft.  Wayne;  St.  John’s,  Elkhart;  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral,  Mish¬ 
awaka;  and  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend.  All  offerings  received  from 
these  congregations  were  sent  to  Lewis  B.  Franklin  in  New  York, 
and  were  desginated  as  part  of  the  youth  offering  for  War  Prisoner 
Aid. 

(3)  Youth  Rally.  On  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent  some  eighty  young 
people,  together  with  a  number  of  clergy,  were  guests  of  Trinity 
Church  in  Michigan  City  for  a  Youth  Rally.  Mr.  Richard  Johns,  a 
representative  on  the  Youth  Commission  for  this  Province,  gave  a 
talk  on  the  UMCY  and  the  Rule  of  Life.  A  number  of  group  dis¬ 
cussions  were  conducted  by  the  clergy,  and  before  adjournment  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  gave  a  summary  of  the  findings.  The  follow¬ 
ing  congregations  were  represented:  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City; 
St.  James’,  Goshen;  St.  John’s,  Elkhart;  St.  James’,  South  Bend;  St. 
Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral,  Mishawaka;  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend. 

(4)  South  Bend  Deanery.  This  Deanery  has  been  having  monthly 
meetings  for  young  churchmen  for  five  years,  and  the  enthusiastic 
results  prove  their  real  worth.  The  monthly  meetings  have  been 
successful  in  training  our  young  people  in  the  work  of  the  Church, 
and  making  for  a  happy  fellowship  among  the  deanery  congregations.

1945  REPORT  CHAIRMAN  HOWE  SUMMER  CONFERENCE 

The  13th  Annual  Howe  Summer  Conference  was  held  at  Howe 
Military  School,  Howe,  Indiana,  June  18  to  2  3rd,  19  4  4.  The  con¬ 
ference  was  again  outstanding  in  upholding  the  established  principles 
of  Howe  Conferences,  since  their  inception  by  the  late  Rt.  Reverend 
Campbell  Gray,  D.D.,  S.T.D.,  in  the  year  1932.  Approximately  100 
were  in  attendance  plus  many  visitors  during  the  five-day  period. 

The  Conference  was  supported  by  a  hard-working  and  cooperative 
faculty,  which  faculty  was  as  follows:  The  Rev.  R.  D.  Taylor,  The 
Rev.  D.  H.  Copeland,  Mrs.  Stuart  Smith,  The  Rev.  J.  B.  Hubbard, 
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The  Very  Rev.  E.  L.  Groton,  The  Rev.  G.  H.  Lewis,  The  Rev.  L.  S. 
Olsen,  The  Rev.  L.  K.  D.  Patterson,  The  Rev.  P.  Langendorff,  and 
The  Rev.  Herman  A.  Berngen. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  Conference  was  the  pil¬ 
grimage  to  the  grave  of  our  late  Bishop,  The  Rt.  Reverend  Campbell 
Gray,  D.D.,  S.T.D.,  on  Thursday  evening  after  Evensong.  At  the  grave 
appropriate  prayers  were  offered  for  the  repose  of  the  soul  of  Bishop 
Gray  and  on  Friday  morning  following,  a  Requiem  Mass  was  offered. 
The  entire  conference  expressed  the  desire  that  the  pilgrimage  be 
made  an  annual  practice  in  honor  of  the  founder  of  the  Howe  Con¬ 
ferences. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  of  the  conference  will  reflect  a  balance  on 
hand  of  $69.65.  While  the  balance  has  diminished  during  the  past 
several  years,  we  are  happy  to  report  that  every  year  the  conference 
has  been  self-supporting.  Inasmuch  as  it  has  been  decided  not  to  hold 
the  conference  in  the  year  19  4  5,  said  balance  has  been  turned  over  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  with  instructions  that  it  be  held  in  es¬ 
crow  for  the  benefit  of  the  conference  when  it  is  revived. 

In  conclusion,  the  chairman  wishes  to  express  his  sincere  appreci¬ 
ation  for  those  who  have  cooperated  so  unselfishly  during  the  past 
eleven  years,  during  which  time  the  present  chairman  has  held  this 
office,  and  to  their  splendid  spirit  goes  the  credit  for  all  the  successes 
of  this  experience.  It  has  been  a  great  privilege  to  be  so  long  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Howe  Summer  Conference  programs.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  SCHOOL  WORK 

1944-45 


Your  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Church  School  Work  submits 
the  following  report  to  the  4  7th  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
Northern  Indiana: 

The  only  activity  sponsored  by  your  committee  during  the  counciliar 
year  was  the  promotion  of  the  Children’s  Lenten  Mite  Box  Offering. 
The  goal  set  by  the  Department  of  Missions  Budget  for  the  year  19  4  5 
was  $1800.00.  The  Bishop  asked  the  children  to  over-subscribe  this 
amount  by  $700.00,  asking  them  to  raise  $2500.00.  Your  committee 
is  happy  to  report  that  at  the  present  date  the  amount  of  the  child¬ 
ren’s  offering  totals  $2535.94,  or  $2.16  per  child. 

Your  committee  sponsored  two  services  after  Easter  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  presenting  the  offering.  These  were  held  at  St.  John’s 
Church,  Elkhart,  and  Trinity  Church,  Logansport.  St.  Paul’s  Pro- 
Cathedral  was  awarded  the  Diocesan  Banner;  St.  Stephen’s  Church, 
Hobart,  and  Gethsemane,  Marion,  were  awarded  their  respective 
Deanery  Banners. 

Over  a  period  of  four  years  the  church  school  children  of  the  Dio¬ 
cese  have  increased  their  Lenten  Missionary  giving  two  and  one-half 
times.  They  deserve  the  congratulations  of  the  Diocese.

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Canon  1,  Section  I.  [d.J 
notice  is  hereby  given  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Church 
in  every  Diocese  and  Missionary  District,  as  well  as  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese  and  of  every  Missionary  District 
that  the  following  alterations  of  the  Constitution,  proposed  in  the 
General  Convention  of  194  3,  are  to  be  finally  acted  upon  in  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention  of  194  6,  in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution. 

Furthermore,  each  Secretary  is  hereby  notified  that  it  is  his  duty  to 
make  known  such  proposed  alterations  of  the  Constitution  to  the 
Convention  of  his  Diocese  or  Convocation  of  his  Missionary  District 
at  its  next  meeting,  and  to  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of 
Deputies  that  such  action  has  been  taken  by  him.

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  Proposed  at  the  General  Convention 

of  1943,  and  to  Be  Finally  Acted  Upon  at  the  Convention  of  1946 

That  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  as  set  forth  below,  were  pro¬ 
posed  to  the  General  Convention,  and  by  resolve  thereof,  were  directed 
to  be  sent  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  every  Diocese  and  Mis¬ 
sionary  District,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  ever 
Diocese,  and  of  the  Convocation  of  every  Missionary  District,  to  Yr 
made  known  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  or  the  Missionary  District 
Convocation  at  its  next  meeting: 

(1)  Amend  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  as  follows: 

Strike  out,  in  lines  16  and  17,  the  words:  “wdthin  the  boundaries 
of  the  United  States  of  America”;  and  in  lines  2  6  and  2  7  the  words: 
“within  the  boundaries  of  the  United  States.” 
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(2)  Amend  the  first  sentence  of  Article  I,  Sec.  3,  so  that  the  same 
will  read  as  follows: 

“At  the  General  Convention  next  before  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  the  office  of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  it  shall  elect  the  Presiding  Bishop 
of  the  Church.” 

(3)  Amend  Article  I,  Sec.  2,  of  the  Constitution,  so  that  it  will 
read  as  follows: 

“Sec.  2.  Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction,  every 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  every  Suffragan  Bishop,  and  every  Bishop  who 
under  an  election  to  an  office  created  by  the  General  Convention  has 
resigned  his  jurisdiction,  shall  have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  House  of 
Bishops.  Every  Bishop  who  by  reason  of  advanced  age  or  bodily  in¬ 
firmity  has  resigned  his  jurisdiction  shall  have  a  seat  without  vote 
in  the  House  of  Bishops.  A  majority  of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote, 
exclusive  of  Foreign  Missionary  Bishops,  shall  be  necessary  to  consti¬ 
tute  a  quorum  for  the  transactions  of  business.” 

And  amend  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  by  striking  out  the  words: 
“excluding  retired  Bishops  not  present.” 

And  amend  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  by  striking  out  the 
words:  “excluding  retired  Bishops  not  present.” 

(4)  Amend  third  paragraph  of  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  of 
that  the  paragraph  shall  read  as  follows: 

“If  any  Bishop  ordains  a  priest  or  deacon  to  minister  elsewhere 
than  in  this  Church,  or  confers  ordination  as  priest  or  deacon  upon  a 
Christian  minister  who  has  not  received  Episcopal  ordination,  he  shall 
do  so  only  in  accordance  with  such  provisions  as  shall  be  set  forth  in 
the  Canons  of  this  Church.” 

Amend  Article  VIII  so  that  the  Article  shall  read  as  follows: 

“No  person  shall  be  ordered  Priest  or  Deacon  to  minister  in  this 
Church  until  he  shall  have  been  examined  by  the  Bishop  and  two 
Priests  and  shall  have  exhibited  such  testimonials  and  other  requisites 
as  the  Canons  in  that  case  provided  may  direct.  No  persons  shall  be 
ordained  and  consecrated  Bishop,  or  ordered  Priest  or  Deacon  to  min¬ 
ister  in  this  Church,  unless  at  the  time,  in  the  presence  of  the  ordain¬ 
ing  Bishop  or  Bishops,  he  shall  subscribe  and  make  the  following 
declaration: 

“  T  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments, 
to  be  the  Word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salva¬ 
tion;  and  I  do  solemnly  engage  to  conform  to  the  Doctrine,  Discipline, 
and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America.’ 

“Provided,  however,  that  any  person  consecrated  a  Bishop  to  min¬ 
ister  in  any  Diocese  or  Missionary  District  of  an  autonomous  Church 
or  Province  of  a  Church  in  Communion  with  this  Church  may,  instead 
of  the  foregoing  Declaration,  make  the  promises  of  Conformity  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Church  in  which  he  is  to  minister. 

“If  any  Bishop  ordains  a  Priest  or  Deacon  to  minister  elsewhere 
than  in  this  Church,  or  confers  ordination  as  Priest  or  Deacon  upon  a 
Christian  minister  who  has  not  received  Episcopal  ordination,  he  shall 
do  so  only  in  accordance  with  such  provisions  as  shall  be  set  forth  in 
the  Canons  of  this  Church. 

“No  person  ordained  by  a  foreign  Bishop,  or  by  a  Bishop  not  in 
communion  with  this  Church,  shall  b  epermitted  to  officiate  as  a  Min¬ 
ister  of  this  Church  until  he  shall  have  complied  with  the  Canon  or 
Canons  in  that  case  provided,  and  also  shall  have  subscribed  the 
aforesaid  declaration.” 
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T  he  following  resolution  was  likewise  adopted  by  both 
Houses : 

Resolved,  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  that  all  alterations  in 
the  Constitution  proposed  at  this  General  Convention  be  sent  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of 
every  Diocese  or  Missionary  District,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  of  every  Diocese,  and  of  the  Convocation  of  every  Mis¬ 
sionary  District,  to  be  made  known  to  the  Diocese  Convention  or  the 
Missionary  District  Convocation  at  its  next  meeting.
